CALL TO ORDER

The Regular Meeting of the Mobility and Transportation Infrastructure Commission was called to order
by Vice Chair Abelson at 6:42 p.m. Chair Zneimer was attending the Planning Commission meeting. The
meeting was held in a virtual setting, with all Commissioners and Council Liaison attending via Zoom,
and the meeting being broadcast via the Council Chamber, located at 1424 Mission Street, South Pasadena,
California.

DISCUSSION ITEMS

3. Transportation Project Status Update

ADPWD Crawford gave a brief overview of this item. Street improvements on Fremont Avenue were
discussed, such as signing positioning. There was also discussion about the signal synchronization on
Fair Oaks. There will be sensors to assist with emergency vehicles.

There was also discussion about the 2019-2020 street improvement projects, such as Pine, Milan,
Glendon and Arroyo Verde, as well as street slurry plans. The improvements on Via del Sol have been
completed, with just minor “punch items” remaining,

Commissioner Hammond suggested that when a key street project is completed, the information should
be showcased on the city’s web site, so the public is aware of the completion of the project. Also, sharing
the information will show how the public’s funds are being utilized to improve the community.
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Acting Deputy Public Works Director Garrett Crawford shared that the city was successful in obtaining
outside funding to assist with city projects, such as $250,000.00 from a Cal Recycle grant and
$216,000.00 to help support ADA improvements on Meridian.

ADPWD Crawford gave a brief overview of this item. The commission discussed the issue of projects
and what will be a finalized budget. The Commission would like to have the issue of Ramona Avenue on
the next commission meeting agenda

5. Mobility and Transportation Infrastructure 2021 Work Plan
ADPWD Crawford gave a brief overview of this item. The Commission agreed to provide comments to
staff for inclusion in the 2021 Work Plan by Monday, January 11, 2021.

6. Annual Report 2020
ADPWD Crawford gave a brief overview of this item. Commission comments about the Annual Report
are due in by January 11, 2021.

7. COVID-19 Mobility and Transportation Related Matters Ad Hoc Committee

Commissioner Hammond reported concerns from the business owners about another possible closure.
She suggested additional signage to direct people to the various parking areas in the City. There was
some discussion about safety rules for heaters, cords, ADA access, etc. The Commission is pleased with
the recent installation of the artwork on the safety barriers. There was some discussion about diagonal
parking possibly on Mission Street in the future. It was also mentioned that “Arroyo Fest” funding needs
to be spent by June 2021.

8. SR 710 Mobility Improvement Projects Ad Hoc Committee

Public Comment
e Joanne Nuckols — Expressed concern regarding the City’s policy and suggested reviewing
Pasadena’s Preferential Parking System.

ADPWD Crawford discussed the possible development of a policy to include the Commission in the
City’s review of development projects. Commissioner Hughes referenced the past review of
developments in regards to where entrances and exits intersect with streets. The Commission voiced
concern about moving forward with the traffic study consultant contract related to the SR710 “loop
ramp.” The concern is that it was reported that CalTrans Voice 12 items of concern. The Commission felt
that the contract for the study should be held off until the CalTrans items can be addressed. If the “loop
ramp” will not work in its current design then the entire corridor and area might need to be re-thought.
The Ad Hoc team will notify the City Council about the desire to hold off moving forward with traffic
study contract.

Due to COVID-19 safety protocols, the
Commission meetings have been held n virtual mode since
its first meeting in May 2020.

State Route 110 (SR-110) and Fair Oaks
Interchange Modification Project

The Commission recommended and approved the revised scope of a study to
evaluate different alternatives for the State Route 110 and Fair Oaks Avenue
interchange modification project approved by the Metro Board as a Measure R
State Route 710 mobility improvement project.

The Commission also appointed an ad hoc subcommittee on the State Route 710
Measure R projects to, among other things, assist City staff with the detailed
development of the Scope of Work of the study and projects and to ensure the
study, evaluation and implementation of the measures set forth in the Early Action
Projects List developed by former commissions and approved by the City Council
in 2017, including improvements to the SR 110 on- and off-ramps at Fair Oaks
Avenue. These improvements include a widening of the outbound off ramp and
a new loop on ramp serving northbound traffic on Fair Oaks Avenue.

The Commission also enacted to ensure that projects to be implemented by the
City with the approximately $1.7 million of Measure M funds allocated to the City
are ones that are supported by the community, recommended by a citizen
commission and approved by the City Council.



Senate Bill 1 (SB1): Road Maintenance and
Rehabilitation Account Program

The City’s Senate Bill (SB1) resolution must include a project list with a description
and the location of each proposed street resurfacing project, a proposed schedule
for the project's completion, and the improvement's estimated useful life. Below
is a list of the 2019-20 FY Street Improvement Projects list, including the
pavement construction index rating, that the MTIC recommended that the City
Council adopt.

Meridian Avenue and Fremont Avenue
Safety Improvements

The Commission working with staff provided a forum for citizens to provide the
City and Commission their issues and concerns with traffic safety along Meridian
Avenue south of Monterey Road. The Commission provided recommendations to
staff for short-term improvements to help improve the safety of all roadway users
on Meridian Avenue. City staff has begun the process of implementing those
improvements. The Commission provided similar input and recommendations to
staff for Fremont Avenue between Columbia Street and Mission Street and will

be working with staff on the measures to be implemented with grant funds
recently awarded to the City.

Neighborhood Traffic Management
Program

The Commission assisted with the development of the City of South Pasadena
Neighborhood Traffic Management Program (NTMP) which is a city-wide initiative
to assist citizens in addressing traffic calming concerns. The structure of the
program reflects the City's desire for a uniform, objective, manageable and
accessible approach to handling neighborhood traffic calming requests.

COVID-19 Subcommittee

The Commission appointed a subcommittee to help develop ideas and work with
the community to support community businesses during the COVID-19
pandemic. The Subcommittee worked with the City, South Pasadena Chamber
of Commerce and local business to explore ideas to provide temporary outdoor
space within the street right-of-way for dining or retail or services to address
indoor regulation associated with COVID-19 restrictions and guidelines.
